of the state's public school system in- 
creased last year by $4,194,233.65, of 
which $916,152.65 represented 
short 


term notes issued to pay salaries of 
teachers. 


Practically all of the $916,152 Will be 


repaid by the close of the next term, 
but, according to Dr, Howard A. Daw- 
'son, ' statistical expert of the state 
department of education, it must come 
out of apportionments from the equal- 
Izati6n fund and therefore at the ex- 
pense; of school operating efficiency. 


The gross income of the approxi- 


mately 2,700 school districts last year 
was revealed by Dr. Dawson as $17,- 
167,351, of which $3,278,081.65 repre- 
sented income from bond sales and is 
in addition to the short term notes. 


The revenue from all sources, ex- 


clusive of bond or note sales, was 
$12,793,117.35. 


Sources of this revenue were as 


follows: Common school fund $2,497,-

WAHINGTON-(/P)-An essay Start- 


ed Benjamin D, Foulois on the pnth 
to the highest post in army aviation. 


The officer, who will become chief 


of the air corps December 20 with the 
rank of major general, wrote the essay 
as a graduation thesis in 1907 at the 
army signal school, Fort Leavenworth. 


It was the first military treatise on 


the tactlcnl and strategical value of 
airplanes, and marked Uie young of- 
ficer as interested in flying. 


A year Inter, when the army con- 


tracted with the Wright brothers for 
a machine, Foulois was detailed to 
aviation duty. 


He has a plane at Boiling Field, 


named the Connecticut for the State 
where he was born December 9,. 1899. 


"I try to fly from 10 to 12 hours a 


month," he said. "That is nbout the 
minimum anyone needs." 


As commander of the division of 


more than 600 planes that maneuvered 
in May, he flew with a mechnnic in 
henvy fog from Washington to Day- 
ton. Other fliers turned back. 


He is short nnd weighs 140 pounds. 


His face is wind-tanned and his dark 
hair, thinning at the top and slightly 
graying, bespeaks the length of rls 
service as a soldier which began in the 
Spanish American war. 


His most interesting experience, ho 


says, was teaching himself to fly back 
in 1910. 


"In all, I received a total of an hour 


and a hnlf in the air with Wilbur 
Wright and Lieut. F. E. Humphreys. 


."Then Lieuts. F. P. Lahm and Hum- 


phreys took the ship-up and landed 
with a smash. Soon 1 was left with 
a broken plane and eight mechanics.1

.Ines. He served as chief of the air 
service, A. E. F.
